DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 
6-9, non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 6-9 have been cancelled. 

2. Claims 1-5 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The references of record do not teach either singularly or in combination at least 
the limitations "at least one first metal line formed in a given region of said passivation 
layer in said pad area, at least a pair of second metal lines formed in a given region of 
said passivation layer in said fuse area", "a fuse covering said pair of second metal lines 
and said passivation layer there between" and "a polyimide layer over the surface of 
said semiconductor substrate including said pad and fuse, said polyimide layer being in 
contact with and surrounding side and top surfaces of said pad and said fuse, said 
polyimide layer having a pad opening that exposes said pad" in a flip chip type device 
having pad and fuse areas in a passivation layer above an interlayer insulation on a 
substrate. 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. References A and B are cited as being related to fuse structures.
